The reply filed February 12, 2007 is not fully responsive to the Restriction/Elections Requirement mailed January 11, 2007. t Claims 1, 
2, 4-6, 8 and 9 have been cancelled, claims 3 and 7 have been amended and claims 10-13 have been added. Applicants have elected 
Group II (claim 3) with traverse. Newly amended claim 3 is directed to an invention that is independent or distinct from the invention 
originally claimed. Claim 3 as originally presented was drawn to a method for detecting aberrant promoter methylation comprising 
detecting methylation of the PAX5 beta gene. The newly amended claim 3 is now directed to a method of monitoring for cancer. 
The election of amended claim 3 does not fall within one of the groups set forth in the Restriction/Elections Requirement.
